January 4, 1991 


The January meeting was called to order at 7:10 p.m. by W17BOR, 
president. 


Ed Bosco announced our scheduled. guest speaker was unable to 
attend and the alternate that was asked called at the last minute 
and said he was unable to attend also.

The club has lost approximately 3/5 (that's over 1/2!) of its 
money for the above support from the gaming license changes that 
Charlie Cole, the State Attorney General has declared illegal.

Needless to say to be able to continue to help out these agencies 
and schools for the education of ham radio and for emergency 
equipment that WE may need one of these days the club needs your 
support. Write, call, send telegrams to all your legislators and 
let them know how you feel about the new law. If we can get 
enough support from club members and any others (let everyone 
else know too) that would have an interest (the whole state in 
case of emergency) have them write also. We need the support of 
EVERYONE and not just those who have lost their money from this 
type of support. With the cutback in state spending on a lot of 
the charity functions they are also looking for support. The 
more groups that rally together the harder it is to ignore the 
issue! 


During the break a special board meeting was held to elect the 
chairman for the games and his/her alternate. (Copy of the 
minutes of this meeting are reported elsewhere in the 
newsletter.) 


Bill Reiter, the club license trustee, updated the club on the 
status of the club call for the Iditarod Race repeaters. The 
identifiers are in the process of being removed and for those who 
wish to support the Iditarod race will have to use their own 
licenses and be responsible for any traffic they put on the air. 


Bill Capers explained the history of our involvement with the 
race and said that when the race started it was an Alaska race 
and not the commercial type race it has become. The hams were in 
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the beginning keeping track of the racers as there were no other 
type of communications at the checkpoints. Now there are only 
three checkpoints, two on the southern route and one on the 
northern route, that do not have telephone capabilities. The 
club also received a letter from the Iditarod committee that they 
did not need our help. With all these reasons the board and the 
trustee decided to take the call sign from the repeaters and let 
those who wished be involved but the responsibility will no 
longer be with the club. 


Ed Bosco read a letter from Magadan. See another page as Harvey 
Rookus was going to put it in the newsletter. Hopefully the 
pictures that accompanied the letter are there also. 


Rebecca Gibson attended the club meeting and told how she was 
involved with the trip she is making to Moldavia and that the 
club contributed to. She will be making a presentation of her 
trip when she gets back.

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“ca ss" from the YUKON 
by John Reisenauer, NL7TB/VY1 


I’d been packed and ready for the "CQ SS Contest" for 
weeks. Since this was my first contest, I wanted to remember 
it for years to come. I chose to operate 10 meter phone from 
the Yukon because of the fun I had on previous trips 
(portable operation and from VY1AU, VY1QST and VY10X). 


Friday Nov. 16... I left Anchorage, AK at 5:15 am. Nine 
hours and 430 miles later I pulled into Ida’s Motel & Cafe 
at Beaver Creek, Yukon (milepost 1202 on the Alcan Highway/ 
20 miles from the AK border). Several moose and caribou were 
seen along the way. It was windy and atleast -10 degrees F 
when I set up station NL7TB/VY1. My rig was a FT-7476X 
barefoot to a chopped 11 meter ground plane antenna on a 30 
foot push-up mast that was bumper mounted to my van. The 
antenna did. not end up “as vertical” as planned, even with 
the 3 guy ropes attached (ten-o-clock position was the best 
I could obtain on my own). Some of the locals asked if I had 
parked my own television station outside of my motel room, 
hi! I’d forgotten how difficult RG-8U coax was to work with 
at this temperature. About 2 hours later I was QRV with 
stinging feet and face. I made a couple dozen contacts to 
the lower 48 during testing/check-out (5 pm local) until the 
10 meter band closed down. I was informed that NL7TB/VY1 was 
all over 6 land packet radio! 


Saturday Nov. 17... 10 meters didn’t reopen until 1 hour 
before the contest started and quickly shutdown about 6 
hours later. Propagation “up here” on the first day was 
disappointingly fair at best. I only netted 42 GSOs. The QRM 
and @SB made it very frustrating.: NN2T was the first to 
“pounce” on my call and mentioned he put me on 2 land packet 
radio. I could see now that I was really going to have to 
work for the ARRL 100 GSO achievement pin. 


Sunday Nov. 18......10 meters reopened at 9 am and “huns-in- 
there" until around 6 pm local time. The last couple hours 
of the contest were the best of conditions (Murphy’s Law 

hi!). Most signals now were 5x9. I managed to rack up 95 
QSOs today, but really had to struggle for the early ones 

Even though I only averaged 10 contest contacts per hour, it 
was exciting operating from the beautiful/majestic Yukon! I 
had worked only 54 of the 77 total multipliers (no VE’s 
heard) including: Hawaii (AH6KE & AH6AZ), Johnston Island 
(AH3C), Puerto Rico (NP4A) and Alaska (WL7BWA/AA, AJOC/KL7 & 
N7NPB/KL7). Non-contest DX contacts included: Tuvalu Island 
(T20A), Japan (JA1SGX, JI3MIG & JA2YKA), New Zealand (ZL3IX) 
and the Russian Polar Station "“Rauchua"” in the Arctic Ocean 


(UAOKW) . 
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On the humorous side, I was told the following: ...thanks 
for moving to the Yukon for me...you're my hero...Yukon, do 
I love you...man, I’ve been looking for you...thanks for the 
clean sweep and don’t freeze your mic........... By far the 
most commonly heard was “thanks for being there”. I couldn’t 
begin to describe how good that made me feel. 


Monday Nov. 19...Dismantling the station was a snap compared 
to set up, even in the 8" of new Yukon snow. I left Beaver 
Creek (still pumped up!) at 8:30 am. Regular unleaded gas at 
Glenallen, AK was $1.74 per gallon- for your info. The 
return trip was quite a challenge (glare ice roads, semi- 
darkness most of the time, dumb caribou on the road and 6" 


of new snow in Anchorage). 


The warm hospitality at Ida’s and the “thanks for being 
there" heard on the radio will bring me back to the Yukon 


again. I had a fantastic time!!!

FCC ruled on December 27 on exempting applicants with disabilities 
from the 13 and 20 WPM Morse examinations. Applicants upgrading to 

a license requiring these code levels may present to VEs certification 
from a physician to be exempted from the CW requirement. Only 
certification by Doctors of Medicine and Osteopathy will be accepted. 
Applicants will also be required to submit a release allowing FCC 
access to appropriate medical records. The new regulations take 
effect February 14, 1991, though waivers of 13 and 30 WEM code tests 
are already available under similar conditions. More information will 


appear in February QST.
